delegates from the street car men's un- 
ion to seek means for a submission of 
the questions at issue in the strike to 
local arbitration.

The new general offensive of the 
contente allies on the western front 
has resulted in the gain of additional 
ground both in the 
Artois 
region 
near Souchez and in the Champagne 
according to today's French official 
statement. 
All the heavy 
German 
counter attacks are decli^red to have 
been beaten. 
French officers esti- 
mate that yesterday's futile attack 
by the German crown prince in the 
Argonne brought the losses of his 
armies in the various recent assaults 
in this region up to 100,000. 


Yesterday's German assault on the 
Argonne positions is 
described 
by 
French military men as breaking at 
the first line of defense which has 
held up under the preparatory artil- 
lery fire of thè Germans. 
The same 
thing is said to have occurred 
in 
three attempts, the ground being left 
thickly 
strewn 
with 
the 
German 
dead and wounded. 


The Serbian war office at Nish 
reports two attempts by 
the Teu- 
tonic forces to cross the Drina into 
Serbian territory both of which were 
repulsed. 


Berlin has a report that the ef- 
forts of Greece to obtain an agree- 
ment with Roumania for a common 
policy have failed.

52 IS DEATH'S TOTAL 
IN EXPLOM HORROR 


Gasoline and Dynamite Let Go at Ard- 
more Okla., Spreading Death and 
Destruction in City 


Ardmore, Okla., Sept. 28.—Th«i oflacial 
number of dead resulting from yester- 
day's explosion of a tank car of gaso- 
line here was given today as 52. Of this 
number 33 are white and 19 negroes. 
Search iu the ruins for dead and in- 
jured went steadily forward this morn- 
ing. 


The disaster was caused by tlie explo- 
sion yesterday afternoon of a tank car 
containing 3,000 gallons of gasoline. 
blocks in each direction from the Santa 
Fe freight and passenger depots were 
affected. Kailroad men who were in the 
yard at the time say the car was shunt- 
ed to a siding on account of its "bad 
order." 
The car was leaking gasoline 
so that a pool of the fluid had formed 
on the ground under it. Ira Woods, car 
inspector, the railroad men say, mounted 
the car,. unscrewed the cap and peered 
in; just then the gaioline became ignit- 
ed. 
Woods, the car 
and 
every loose 
piece of material 
within 
a hundred 
yards was hurled tlirough the air. 
Djmamite Also Lets Go. 
Reports that there" were two e.\plo- 
sions were confirmed today.' Dynamite 
in the freight • store bouse'was .set off 
by the concussion of the gasoline explo- 
sion. 


The damage caused by- the shock was 
greater than that caused by the 
fire 
that followed. 
The dynamite explosion 
demolished nearly a score of buUding^. 
Near the siding on which the tank car 
was placed were a number of wooden 
structures, pari of which were., occu- 
pied by negroes. 
In this section a two 
kory frame building collapsed. Fifteen 
i negroes in a pool hall on the upper floor 
' were killed. Search of the mined build- 
ings proceeded all night and continued 
todfty. . A si^ial police force of .^lev- 
ent'y-flve men. maintained order through- 
out the nifl^. '

thus starting 
scores of fires in th®", 
buildings, wrecked by the concussion.

, of the law which they contend would be 
nullified by the introduction of the Bible, 
the pastors continue: 


"Let us remember from the outset that 
the private schools exiatingr In our state 
are .either Lutheran or Roman Catholic 
parochial schools, and the public, schools 
are insitutions of the state, which has no 
authority to establish any form of re- 
ligion. 


"If the Bible were introduced into the 
public schools, the compulsory attendance 
law would mean that every child in In- 
diana between the ages of 7 and 14 must 
either attend a private school or Is com- 
pelled to worship Almlirhty God In the 
public school by reading the Bible there, 
regardless of the dictates of the child's 
or its parents' conscience as to whether 
the religion of the Bible is correct or not. 
How would that agrfea with sectionMT of 
the constitution? 


"If the Bible was introduced into the 
public schools parents would be required 
to send their children either to some pri- 
vate school or to the public school in- 
cluding the religion of the Bible in its 
curriculum. 
The 
religious 
opinions' of 
certain parents or their children, or both, 
ore contrary to some religious opinions 
embodied in the Bible. How, then, would 
the introduction of the Bible into the 
public schools agree with section 48 of 
the constitution? 


Jf the Bible was introduced into the 
public schools, the 
school law 
quoted 
above would practically give preference 
to the specific creed of the Bible and thus 
compel children either to attend somevj 
private school or to attend the public | 
school, which would be a place of worship 
to the extent to which the Bible would 
be used there. How would that harmon- 
ize with section 49 of the constitution? 


"No one esteems the Bible more highly 
than we do. 
We believe the Bible to be 
from cover to cover the word of God, but 
there are others who do not regard it as 
such, and the constitution of our state 
entitles them to their opinion as well as 
it entitles us to ours, and it prohibits 
the giving of preference in the schools to 
either our opinion or theirs. 
It would, 
therefore, be contrary to the constitution 
of our st&te if parents and guardians were 
compelled to send their children either to 
a private 6chool or else to the public 
school in which the religion of the Bible 
is established, regardless of the parents' 
or the child's conscience as to whether 
the teachings or any one of them, con- 
tained in that book should be accepted or 
rejected. 


"We know that our interpretation of 
the Bible is correct, but we have many 
fellow citizens whose conscience objects 
to our intescretation as emphatically as 
our conscience objects to their interpreta- 
tion. 
If the Bible were introduced into 
our public schools, each child would be at 
the riiercy of its teacher's individual in- 
terpretation, or should the school board 
determine the interpretation to be given 
uniformly by ail the teachers? That would 
be still worse. 


"To read the :mble or any other book 
in the public schools, without any com- 
ment whatever on the part of the teacher, 
as some may suggest, would be ridiculous 
freim a pedagogical point of view, and 
regardless of that, would still be the es- 
tablishment of the specific Biblical re- 
ligion in 
these schools, and, therefore, 
contrary to the spirit of the constitution. 
Thf; very absence of all comment on the 
matter read would also go to' show that 
it is not being read merely as a literary 
masterpiece but as a religious book, for 
the religious influence which it exerts. 


"Still others might posibly propose that 
only the Old Testament should be read 
in the public schools, in order to offend 
neither Christiajis nor Jews. 
We 
hold, 
however, that to exclude from any school, 
for doctrinal reasons, either the Old or 
the New Testament would, in itself, imply 
an erroneous interpretation of both. 


"Oiir public schools are institutions of 
the state, a purely secular state, which 
very properly, according to its contitution, 


leaves the care of their souls, their rela- 
tion to God, all their spiritual interests to 
the citiiens themselve«. 
To define the 
reUgious^duties of the citizen, to deter- 
mine what is sin and what is righteous- 
ness before (^di to lead the sinner to 
settle his account with God, all this is 
not within the province of the state. But 
these are tirecisely the fundamentals of 
all religious training and instruction. It 
is in these points that Jews and Chris- 
tians, Roman Catholics and Protestants, 
Lutherans and Baptists differ, and must 
be permitted to differ without Interference 
on the ^ r t of the state. But instruction 
in conflict with or deviating from any 
citizen's conviction in any poin| of re- 
ligion, when imparted in a state school 
and by a teacher employed by the state, 
IS state interference which no citizen en- 
titled to the use of such school should be 
ma^e to suffer. 
The Jewish child is 
taught that to embrace Christianity Is 
the fearful sin of apostasy from the God 
of Israel, and the state has no right to 
teach that child what the Bible teaches 
of Christ. That the Jewish child is wrong 
docs not give the state a right to correct 
him by an opposite doctrine. 
If It did, 
the state might go ahead and tell the Roa 
man Catholic child that he is wrong In 
praying to the Virgin, and where would 
it all end but consistently in religious 
persecution? 
If the Bible is a religious 
book, teaching and inculcating a religion 
other than that of the Jew, the Moham- 
medan, the Unitarian and the follower of 
Confuclous, it is certainly out of place in 
an American public school as long as the 
Jew, the Mohammedan, the Unitarian and 
the follower of Confucius are capable of 
American citizenship."

Washinton, Sept. 28.—Full 
military 
honors today were accorded fourteen un- 
identified victims who lost their lives 
on the United 
States 
submarine F-4 
which mysteriously sank at the entrance 
to Honolulu harbor some months ago. 
Their dismembered • bodies, in four cas- 
kets, were buried in the Arlington Na- 
tional cemetery, the services being at- 
tended by high officials of j the navy and 
others.

flag-draped 
caissons 
were 
drawn along Pennsylvania avenue from 
the Washington na\7- yard to Arlington, 
thousands of civil war veterans and oth- 
ers attending the Grand Army of the 
Republic encampment lined the street 
and uncovered their heads in reverence. 


The bodies, which were recovered only 
recently after having been submerged 
for months, were in such condition as to 
make 
their 
identification 
impossible. 
There were twenty-one aboard the sub- 
marine. Four; bodies were identified and 
buried elsewhere.

state's Shovang at San 
Francisco Exposition is of 
Much Merit—work of 
Women, 
Educational 
Demonstration, Daury and 
Grain Displays Hold Gen- 
eral Attention. 


Indianapolis, Sept. 28.—Writing of In- 
diana at' the San Francisco exposition, 
a special correspondent of the Indian- 
apolis News says: 


Indiana has acquitted herself very sat- 
isfactorily at the Panama-Pacific ex- 
position. 


Numerous gold, silver and bronze med- 
als have been himg on the state by 
the judges, and the fact that no medals 
of honor and grand prix have been tak- 
en is not causing great disappointment. 
For a good average, probably no state 
did any better than Indiana. 


The Indiana building is one of the 
best built and most attractive on the 
ground. 
It is artistic, of the English 
Queen Anne style, and is finished in de- 
lightful early English design. The low- 
er part of the building is of Bedford 
stone, the upper part of brick 
and 
plaster, and there is a fine tile roof- 
The interior is artistic, and taken as a 
whole, it is so distinctively superior that 
already the women's ctubs of California 
offer $10,000 for it when the show is 
over, even though they would have to 
move it from the grounds. 
The officers 
of the United States army 
stationed 
at the presidio, on whose ground it is 
situated, are urging the government to 
buy it for an officers' clubhouse. Like 
the other state buildings at the exposi- 
tion, it is a rest house, with easy chairs 
and places for women to lie.down. There 
is a music room, and the library, whose 
walls are lined with the 500 works of 
Indiana's immortals, is one of the most 
unusual and worthy features in 
the 
whole group of the state buildings. 


Everything in the building, except one 
or two plain chairs, is from Indiana. 
The Indiana building faces the Massa- 
chusetts building, which is a reproduc- 
tion of the state capitol at Boston, and 
is filled with things distinctively Back 
Bayish. 
To one side is the Virginia 
building, wliich is a reproducton of Mt. 
Vernon and is filled with historic relics 
of the state. Nearby are Pennsylvania's 
reproduction of Independence hall, with 
the liberty bell as a special feature; the 
New^ Jersey building—the reproduction 
of famous old barracks at Trenton, and 
the Maryland building, which is as dis- 
tinctively Marylandish as chicken a la 
Maryland. 


Indiana Matron Popular. 
Charles Warren Fairbanks, who was 
the first commissioner-host, gave to the 
Indiana building a dignity and standing 
that attracted much favorable attention 
from the San Francisco papers. 
The 
visit of the Vice President and Mrs. 
T. R. Marshall, who were guests during 
Mr. Fairbank'a period of host, added to 
its prominence and caused 
favorable 
comment. 
Mrs. A. E. Carroll, of i^. 
Wayne, who has been the matron in 
charge during the entire exposition, has 
proved to be populai. She has had with 
her during the exposition Miss Nichol- 
son, of New Albany, who has presided 
over the music room, and Miss Helen 
Daily, 
of 
Indianapolis, who has had 
charge of the library, with results of 
very favorable comment. 


No one knows how many Indiana peo- 
ple have attended the exposition, and 
made themselves easy at the building. 
Mrs. Carroll and W. L Fitch, of Pur- 
due, who is in charge of the Indiana ag- 
ricultural exhibit, are inclined to esti- 
mate it at between 5,000 and 6,000 up 
to date, which .will probably mean .10,- 
000 Avill ^e the total, number of visitors 
from the state. 
' 


Beyond all compare, the best and most 
creditable Indiana showing is the In- 
diana exhibit ini the palace of agricul- 
ture. , The Indiana commission's agri- 
cultural committee, composed of .Charjes 
W. Fairbanks, Will R: Wood and J. M. 
Duncan, had the foresight to turn that 
over to Purdue university from the be- 
ginning and men who knew 
what^ to 
do in special^ lines, led by . Professor 
Gl I. Christie and W. Q. Fitch, have 
produced mòst effective results. 
Fitch • 
of Purdue, who J s here-in charge, has' 
the personality to. go with the exhibit, 
which ia certain to attract the atten- 
tion of any one wliò goes through the 
palace of agricultur*. 
The arrange- 
ment of the spacc, in the form of a 
w^ell designed booth, is per,feet. On one 
side is exploited the state's/adftptabiUty 
to dairy qnd poultq?. Indiwirics. 
In- 
diana, is proclaimed'"the hqipe'!of the 
happy hen," and two stnilin^, >ble»bod- 
ied Plymouth Rock mpthérs i testify to 
the fact as they Jock wit{i - Batisfaction

map of the state, inclosed in a golden 
circle, in which ia proclaimed the fact 
that "Indiana is a great dairy state— 
tlie butter and milk markets are all 
around us—^the soil, crops, climate and 
transportation 
facilities 
are 
ours." 
Around this circle, in white, electrically 
lighted^ globes, are these butter and 
milk markets. 


In a nei^rby case is an arrangement 
of measures of silage, alfalfa, hay, bran, 
oats and corn, all—by ribbons shown— 
filling a great milk can, which annually 
receives 20,000,000 gallons of milk. 


Out of it are shown coming "commer- 
cially," 
annually, 
170,000 pounds of 
cheese, 10,000,100 pounds of condensed 
milk, 2,500,000 pounds of ice cream, 72,- 
000,000 pounds of marketable milk, and 
cream and 27,000.700 pounds of butter. 


Com and Indiana's Fame. 


On another side of the 
porch, corn 
is exploited as the thing that "made In- 
diana famous." 
There is another big 
state map, made of corn. Just at the 
pocket tip of the state it runs into a 
funnel, or «ornicopia, which, open at the 
other end, lets Indiana corn run out, 
and over, all the world. A great globe, 
on which it pours, rests very contented- 
ly, half buried in the wealth of Indiana 
grain. Around are exhibits -of the grand 
champion and grand sweepstakes corn 
that Charles S. Short, of Greensburg; 
Roy 0. Clore, of Johnson and Laporte 
counties; J. D. Overstreet, of Johnson 
county, and other com growers, have 
been scoring on over all other competing 
states at the great national corn shows. 


Nearby are the various corn trophies 
that have come to Indiana, among them 
the national sweepstake trophy. 
There 
are illuminated colored panels showing 
Indiana prize com and Indiana cornfields, 
and frost on the pumpkin and fodder in 
the shock. 
The corn exliibit especially 
draw^ crowds. The crowds are met with 
the slogan, worked out in gold, "Corn 
Is King in Indiana—Our Goal and Our 
Gold." 


The fact is set forth that Indiana has 
soil, climate and marketing advantages 
that are unsurpassed for fruit raising, 
and the horticultural exhibit is very 
creditable. One of the facts impressivfly 
brought to the fore 
is 
that "within 
twenty-four hours of Indiana orchards 
are 75.000,000 consumers," and that in 
1913 the state sent out to market 362,- 
000 barrels, or 18,100 carloads, of ap- 
ples over'exceptional distributing facil-' 
ities, consisting of sixty-five railroads 
and thirty-two interurbans. 
"Indiana 
Is an Apple State," is proclaimed in 
%cry positive gold letters, and there are 
illuminated colored transparencies 
to 
prove it. 


The state's wheat growing facilities 
are likewise brought Into prominence, 
There is an interesting group of pic- 
tures and e.xliibits to demonstrate the 
assertions 
about 
wheat 
soil. 
Then, 
above all, in various ways, is brought 
out the fact that Indiana is the great 
state of diversified farming—that 
she 
is not, like most states, dependent on 
one or two crops. 


Mr. Fitch keeps a moving and auto- 
matic picture show going all the time in 
a very artistic lecture room. 
A graat 
many medals are hung on and around 
this Indiana agricultural exhibit. 


The state will also be well represented 
in the live stock exhibits and compe- 
titions which begin soon. 
F. G. King, 
secretary of the Indiana Live Stock 
Breeders' association, will come out with 
fifteen or eighteen car loads of exhibits 
for entrance to all classes 
of 
these 
shows. ^An artistically printed booklet, 
"Indiana Agriculture," is distributed at 
the agricultural booth. 


Women's Exhibit. 


Another most creditable exhibit that 
has brought-a great deal of attention to 
Indiana is the Indiana women's exhibit 
in the palace of liberal arts. It is in the 
charge of Mrs. Cora E. Woodbury, of 
Indíaníipolis, who has been assisted by 
Miss Edna Browning Ruby, of Lafay- 
ette and Indianapolis, who also has a 
very remarkable exhibit, covering a very 
wide range of work. The Indiana exhib- 
it includes book binding, book plates, 
hand-made jewelry, pottery, hand-dec- 
orated china, pen and ink fashion draw- 
ings, photog>aphs, designs^ for rugs, bro- 
cades and art glass, illuminated psalms. 


oil painting, miniatures, plaster casts, 
art glass windows; tiles, basrelief in 
piaster^ basketry, crochet, needle " work 
and home decorations. 


Miss Ruby won a silver medal on tor 
work of designing, some of whicli de- 
signs have been used by French trocada 
silk manufacturers whose product from 
them is shown. Mrs. O. C. Wilcox and 
Miss Clara Williams received a silver 
medal for china painting; Mrs. T. R. 
Baker a silver 
medal for a nursery 
quilt; Miss Mary Washburn, of Rens- 
selaer, a bronze medal for statuettes | 
the Longcliff hospital of Logansport, and 
the Marion county hospital bronze med- 
als on needle work; IV&s. R. H. Strongi 
lionorable mention on drawn work; 3firs. 
W. H. Craft, honorable mention on car- 
aikmacross lace, and Mrs. A. J. Faudi^' 
honorable mention on a filet bedspread. 
Palace of Education First. 


The great coup, however, that Indian» 
probably has scored is in the state's ex--, 
hibit in the palace of education. 
Tha 
original exhibit was so antiquated that 
it did not come up to requirements of 
the exposition, and, after a few months^ 
it had to be torn out, packed and, ship- 
ped home. 
The state superintendent of 
public instruction was called on to plat« 
an exhibit worthy of the state and waa 
especially assigned to "the.consolidatioa 
of rural schools." 


Superintendent 
Greathouse and 
hif 
forces got to work and by July 1 hail 
arranged an exhibit that won the high' 
est praise, and Greathouse himself has 
received a gold medal for the work that 
has been done in Indiana in bringing 
rural school consolidation and the wcarV 
of such consolidated schools up to their 
present high efficiency. 


When the work was turned over to a 
specific department that knew what was 
wanted as no general commission can 
know, it was done, right. 
Dr. R. J. 
Leonard, of Indiana university, came out 
to arrange the exhibition of "The Con- 
solidation of Rural Schools." and "Tha 
Story of the Consolidation." 


Otto Starke was sent along to pro- 
vide artistic effects and Osmund Spear 
to complete the efTect. 
There is n« 
more attractive booth in all the fair, 
and the work and story of consolidation 
is effectively and artistically presented. 


J. I. Hoffman, assistant state super- 
intendent of public instruction, is hers 
in charge. 
An automatic picture skow 
running continuously in a very pretty 
little theatre, Avhich is part of the booth, 
draws big crowds of people interested is 
Indiana schools. 
Nearby this state ex- 
hibit the city of Gary has a booth all 
of its own, in which it shows the Gary 
vocational schools. That exhibit is won« 
dcrfully 
presented. 
Superintendent 
W. A. Wirt has an automatic, and also 
a moving picture 
show, that 
draws 
crowd». 


At Palace of Mloe«. 


The other Indiana state exhibit is ia 
the palace of mines and mining. 
It is 
rather interesting to observe that In-, 
diana no longer stars coal, though theril 
is a big lump of it over at one side of 
the booth. 
The major part of the ex- 
hibit is given over to fine brick, terra 
cottas, tiles and Bedford stone., Tha 
arrangement of the exhibit is striking. 
An artistic wall of Hytex brick drew! 
down a gold medal, and, of course, Bed^ 
ford limestone, shown in a portal strOB«' 
ture, Avas hung with a gold medal. Tha 
state exhibit itself has been decorated 
with a silver medal, and there hav» 
been various other awards on exhibit« 
Aliss Louise Klinger, of Brazil, has beeni 
in charge of the exhibit. 


Various Indiana industries have beeq 
shown here by private companies such 
m the E. C. Atkins Saw company, In- 
dianapolis,-which ha» one of the most 
attractive places in the palace of varied 
industries and has received various med* 
als. 


Guy R. Kinsley, an Indiana news« 
paper man, who came out west on 4 
shoestring several years ago, came dowi 
here as a soldier of fortune and "snag- 
ged" on to the exposition publicity staff. 
He has been advanced as other men hav« 
fallen down, and now he is really thé 
working head of the vital publicity of 
the great show, 
handling at least, 
through his department, all of the great 
events and the special days and the San 
Francisco and California papers. 


Henrj- R. Freeman, cashier of tha First 
N.'itional bank, has returned to hia work, 
entirely recovered from his recent sick- 
ness which kept him indisposed nearly 
all the summer.

ry. 
in this case it appears to be the 
latter and there is hope.

Seattle, Wash., Sept. 28.—Du-que-pis 
is a very' strong Makah Indian. H«? 
was flitting driftwood when I found 
him at Neah Bay. 


While we talked he began mending his 
fishing gear and repairing the dugout 
canoe which he had made many years 
ego, from a cedar tree. 


Hi-ke-o-wa-puc, 
Du-que-pis' 
squaw, 


Bu-que-pis, the Makah. 


came down to the beach from the shack 
and filled a woven grass basket wiHi 
firewood. She slung it over her shoulder 
and trudged back to the shack. 


Hi-ke-o-wa-puc is also very strong. 
"Du-que-pis," I sad, "how old are 
you?" 


"Me no know," said Du-que-pis, and 
thumped his chest with a brown fist. 


Now, the records at the office of Dr. 
C. L. Woods, the agent, give the age of 
Du-qiic-pis as 70 aiul tluit of Hi-ke-o- 
v/a-puc as 74. The trouble with the 
récords in the case of the old Indians 
is that their ages had to be guessed at. 


-There is one old Indian wliose age 
is eet down as 75 in the record, who 
says Du-que-pis was a grown man when 
he was a little boy. 


Du-que-pis doesn't know and doesn't 
want to know how old he is. I sus- 
pect he is in his 90's. 


"You must know," I insisted, '"about 
how old you are."' 


Then he rose to the bait, and I heard 
from his lips that pliilosophy of the In- 
dians which keeps them young. 


"Wliite mail," said Du-que-pis, "learn 
coxmt—one, two three

He stumbled, and then counted up to 
five in the tribal 
tongue—icht, mox, 
clone, lockit, quinem.

In pantomime Du-que-pis pictured the 
white man wlio is old at 50. He pressed 
his hands to the small of his back. He 
stooped. 
He groaned as with rheuma- 
tism. He picked up a bit of driftwood 
eaid tossed it away with a feeble ges- 
ture. 


Then he straightened his back vig- 
orously and laughed. 


It was good acting. I could see in my 
mind' s eye the white man counting the 
years—and worrying. 
He watches for 
the appearance of each new wrinkle, 
each new grey hair. 
He watches the 
crows'-foot deepen between his eyes. "I 
am getting old," he says. "I know, be- 
cause I have counted the years. 
I am 
50. Soon I will be 60. 


"Me-no count," said Du-que-pis. ''Me 
know. No care." He pointed to the 
fishing gear. 
"Tomorrow," he said, "me 
%o for halibut!"

Idaho Will Dedicate Her 
$1,000,000 Project 
October 4. 


Boise, Idaho, Sept. 28.—In the formal 
dedication here October 4, of the Arrow- 
rock dam, the highest in the world, there 
will be added to agricultural America 
one of the largest irrigation projects in 
the United States. It is the Boise. The 
total area is 243,000 acres—an empire in 
iteelf—tributary to and in close'prox- 
imity to Boise, Idaho's capital. 
Appro- 
priate ceremony will mark the dedica- 
tion in which all Idaho will join. 


The construction of this massive arch 
wedge of solid concrete, weighing more 
than 1 millioii tons, to a height of 
348.5 feet between moimtaing a mile 
high, is the crowning feat of scientific 
engineering iMicompUshcd by the United 
States reclapiation service under the 
direction of F. £. Weymouth, supervising 
engineer of the Idaho district; Charles 
H. Paul, construction engineer, and 
James Munn, superintendent of con- 
struction. 


Aa Epoch in Irrigation. 


Thi« epoch, in the history of irrigation, 
no longer in its experimental stage, but 
whioh yet presents problems in huneas- 
ing rivers, and overcoming great natural 
obstacles; marks another stride in Amer- 
.ican jii^ogress in striking cdntrast to 
pre«mt- day European destructiveness.

A Great Mass of Concrete. 


Anchored on solid granite ninety feet 
below the normal river bed, the dam 
stands like Gibraltar. 
To the eye is 
visible a sheer concrete arched pier, 261 
feet above the river. The concrete, if 
piled :iji| a column ten feet square, would 
rise to a height of twenty-nine miles. 
The interior contains three complete 
galleries running full length from moun- 
tain side to mountain side, in which 
possible leakage will be cared for and 
from which its twenty outlet gates are 
controlled. 
There are more steps in it 
than in the large hotels in many cities. 
One spiral stairway alone is eighty-live 
feet wide. 
Thundering from its outlets, 
always 
under perfect control, ig the 
normal flow of a mountain river. Arc 
lights on pedestals illuminate its crest. 


The city of Boston would be* covered 
to. a depth of eight ieet could the waters 
of this reservoir be poured over it, for 
its capacity is 244,300 acro-feet. 


Twenty Miles Above Boise. 


The site of- this immense dam was 
selected at what is known a» Arrow- 
rock, a spiral of sheer granite rising 
above' the river canyon twenty miles 
above Boise. 
The" Boise river was di- 
verted- from its regular channel by a 
ttinhel bqred thf<oitg1i »olid roejr at the 
side; a cofferdam,.wm built, leaYing th«

made for a solid rock foundation to 
which the dam was anchored. It was 
completed at the price of a modern bat- 
tleship. The dam is 1,100 feet long, 240 
feet wide at the base and tapering to 
sixteen feet at the top. 


The impounded water is stored in the 
fall, winter and spring, when the floods 
can be collected. 
It is held until the 
latter part of the 
irrigation season, 
when Ht is allowed to pass back into the 
river below the dam and is carried on 
to the diversion dam fifteen miles below. 


"Rain" at Will of Fanners. 


Climatic conditions are ideal over the 
entire project; there is plenty of sun- 
shine and rain for maturing crops at 
the will of the farmer, for Idaho rain 
is artificial through irrigation ditches. 
All the lands have an elevation of 2,500 
feet above sea level. 
The average an- 
nual rainfall is 13.5 inches. The aver- 
age range of temperature'ia from 28 to 
97 degrees and *ero weather is very 
rare. 
The irrigation 
season is from 
April 1 to October 31, 214 days. 


The principal crops aie alfalfa (three 
cuttings), wheat, oats, barley, rye, po- 
tatoes and all vegetables, and fruits, 
including apples, prunes, peaches, pears, 
apricots and small fruits. 


Previous to this the Roosevelt dam, 
in Salt river, Arizona, has been looked 
upon as the greatest achievement in 
irrigitioh engineering. It was dedicated 
»by Theodore» Roosevelt, March 18, 1911. 
Its height is 284 f«et and its cost S 1-2 
million dollars. Its capacity is 1,300,000 
acre-feet. The dam backs ^he water up 
Salt river about sixteen miles, making 
a lake about twentyrflve miles long and 
from one to two miles wide.

Soon afterward the 
president 
of the traction corporation notified May- 
or-Hosey by telephone that he was pre- 
pvrixig a letter to him in response to the 
mayor's communication. 
-: Mayor Hosey and the Messrs. Colgan 
and Hooper discussed the strike situa- 
tion informally until a few minutes be- 
fore 
noon, 
when 
President 
Barrett's 
communication 
was 
received.' 
Mayor 
Hosey read it to 
the 
street railway 
j^en's delegates and to City Attorney 
Gny CJolerick. 


Closed All Avenues to Peace. 
President Barrett's letter was 
inter- 
preted to mean that the traction com- 
'pany would no in any wise treat with 
the striking carmen, the unmistakable 
iliference of the letter being that they 
were- no longer regarded as being in the 
company's employ. 


Mayor, Hosey and Attorney Colerick 
agreed that the letter closed all eive- 
nuee of peace, so far as initiative could 
be taken at this time by the mayor, in- 
asmuch as Mr. Barrett's letter did not 
appear to leave open even the narrow 
loophole for appeal to the state public 
service commission on the issue of the 
corporation s rejection in toto of local 
arbitration. 


President Barrett's Letter. 
President Barrett's letter reviews tlie 
incidents that led to the present trouble 
because of he discharge and suspension 
of carmen and charges that outside agi- 
tators came here and fomented the trou- 
ble and disturbed peaceful and satisfac- 
tory relations 
between 
the 
company 
and its men. 
Local arbitration is ob- 
jected to because, the president of the 
corporation says, it will be subjected to 
the same 
intimidations 
and 
coercions 
that the company and its employes al- 
ready have been subjected to. 


"There are no grievances or disputes 
now existing between this company and 
y its present employes and there is there- 
fore no subject for mediation or arbi- 
tration," says President Barrett. 


.The text of the letter to Mayor Hosey 
follows; 


Sept. 2S. 1915. 
Hon. "WiUiam J. Hosey, Mayor of the City 
of Fort Wayne: 
Dear Bir—I received your letter of the 
27th inat. suggesting a meeting of two 
representatives of our former employes 
and a like number of representatives of 
our company to adjust the present strike 
of such employes. 


In reply thereto 
I 
desire to 
state 
frankly and at some length to you and 
through you to 
the citizens of 
Fort 
Wayne this company's position in the 
matter. 


1. The relations between this company 
and Its former employes (now on a strike) 
were entirely harmonious and satisfactory 
until some outside professional organizers 
and trouble makers came among them to 
Incite dissatisfaction and 
eventually 
strike If the demands suggested by such 
organizers were not complied with. Until 
that time no grievances or difficulties had 
existed or had been presented. 


2. This company had at that time an 
existing and 
legal 
contract, 
executed 
voluntarily 
and 
without 
objection, 
by 
every motorman and conductor on our 
lines, by the e x p r é s terms of which It 
was agreed by the company and such em- 
ployes that there should be no strikes or 
lockouts, and. In order to avoid any in- 
terruption of street car service to the 
public, that any disagreements or griev- 
ances as to wages or labor conditions 
should be submitted to arbitration by the 
public serv'lce 
commission of 
Indiana. 
That commission was selected because It 
consisted of five disinterested men, of 
well recognized character and ability, who 
from their experience and by reason of 
their official positions were 
fully ac- 
quainted with the proper and necessary 
rules, regulations and working conditions 
In the operation of street railroads, and 
with earning power and conditions of all 
the street and interurban street railroads 
in the state. 
An 
arbitration by 
that 
commission could therefore be made with 
greater knowledge of all the facts and 
circumstances and with greater prompt- 


i ness than by any other board. 
It has 
^ been the custom of that commission to 
act with great promptneiss in cases of 
Interruption of the puV>IIc ser\'ice, and at 
the location of the trooible, which in thiis 
case would be at Fort "Wayne. 


Again, they are public 
officials, ap- 
pointed by the governor of the state by 
reason of their qualifications and 
high 
character who would act under their of- 
ficial oaths. 
They are not citizens of 
Fort Wayne and would be entirely free 
from any bias, prejudice, influence, in- 
timidation 
or 
coercion of any of 
the 
parties to the contract or any of their 
friends or sympathizers. 


S. Two men had been discharged for 
insubordination and 
flagrant 
violation of 
rules of the company and three had been 
suspended for a less ofCens^. 


On a/ hearing before a committee of 
such employes and the proper ofCicialB of 
the company, two of the suspended men 
were reinstated; one was not. 
The two 
mèli discharged the proper officials re- 
fiised to re-employ, but 
the 
company 
offered to said men, and the committee 
representing them, to submit the question 
In dispute to the public service commis- 
sion of Indiana for arbitration, in accord- 
ence with said agreement. 
All of the 
committee representing said 
discharged 
and suspended employes 
and a 
large 
number of other employes (all of whom 
bad been organized into a union) in vio- 
lation of that agreement and in violation 
of the orders of district court of the 
United States for the district of Indiana, 
cn the morning of the 27th of September, 
lUlB, by concerted action went upon 
Strike and on instrtictions from such or- 
jránizers. 
The present 
Interruption 
of 
service of this company is therefore due 
entirely to the action of such strikers 
and their advisers and organizers and is 
not the fault in any way of this company. 


4, After such employes had gone "upon 
a strike and voluntarily abandoned the 
«ervice of the company I sent each of 
them a letter asking them to return to 
their work and take their regular runs, 
fttid that if they failed to do so the places 
•rould. necessàrily be filled by others, a 
copy of which I have the honor to en- 
dose. herewith. 
In 
acknowledging 
re- 
seipt they replied to the company through 
thélr committee that they would not re- 
mim; to the service. 
This was taken as 
Piiíü'on their part and thè company at

; set about to sei^re other men to 
Operate its cars. In this connection I de. 
Mr» to . lay that the company ig employ- 
ti^ experienced uid 
competent 
men, 
fltttina 
of 
Indiana, 
and

jlt^pmik Md take« a poidtlon. wlMn ottiars

I am. therefore, fully justified in the 
conclusion that these men who violated 
their former agreement would not feel 
bound ^y another, but would strike again 
when any of their demands were not 
complied with. 


6. To your suggestion in the morning 
priess that the matter of difficulties be 
submitted to local arbitration I .desire to 
say: 


(1) This suggestion was first made by 
the professional organizers because they 
knew that: 


(a) By such an arbitration they could 
select the strongest 
partisaji 
possible 
whose mind is made up in advance, and 
who would not agree upon a third arbi- 
trator unless he felt sure that such third 
arbitrator would agree with him. 


(b) That third arbitrators in such cases 
control the whole situation and it results 
in a one man arbitration. 


(c) That local arbitrators 
would 
be 
subjected to the same processes of in- 
timidation and coercion that have been 
applied to this 
company 
and its em- 
ployes. 


6. There are no grievances or disputes 
now existing between this company and 
its present employes, all of whom 
are 
now and 
will 
necessarily be 
engaged 
during the entire day in the operation of 
the company's cars. 
There is, therefore, 
no subject for mediation or arbitration be- 
tween, the company and its present em- 
ployes. 
This company now has twenty 
cars in operation and will in a 
very 
short time have a full complement of com- 
petent and experienced men to operate 
all its cars and give to the public the 
adequate and efficient service rendered 
before such former employes abandoned 
its service, and to that end this company 
invites the hearty co-operation of you as 
mayor of the city and all tlie citizens of 
Fort Wa>-ne. 
In so doing we shall rely 
on thé orders and judgment of the fed- 
eral court and the police power of the 
city, county and state, for the protection 
of our property and employes. 


It is a legal, con.stitutional and sacred 
right of every employer to select and 
choose his own employes in the manage- 
ment and operation of his property, and 
this right cannot be surrendered or aban- 
doned 
without 
self 
ahasement ' 
and 
danger to his property. 


This company claims no right which it 
does not cheerfully concede to every other 
person or corporation. 


I make an especial appeal to the busi- 
ness men of Fort Wayne because if this 
company is coerced to surrender control 
of its property under the circumstances 
above stated, no man can, with any de- 
gree of confidence, consider his property 
as his own, and his turn may come next. 


I regret exceedingly any inconvenience 
to the public by reason of the interrup- 
tion of the service, which could not be 
avoided by this company by reason of 
such abandonment of its service and I 
ask the kindly patience of the public for 
a .short time until the former service will 
be fully restored.

"Ararat is one of the most impressive 
of earth's mountains, for it rises sheer 
to the clouds out of an immense plain, 
with no neighboring peaks to soften its 
isolation and to take from its majesty. 
A mighty Mount Everest is set "^'ell 
within a massive,'sky-touching range 
of mountains; Mount Blanc is merely 
one of several imposing 
fellows,but 
Ararat stands up, with only a back- 
ground of sky and plain and a frame 
of little mountains, - a splendid 
thing 
without a peer. 
The dominant njioun- 
tiiiu is split into two peaks, Great and 
Little Ararat. 
Great Ararat rises to a 
height of 17,000 feet above the level of 
the sea.

founded after abandoning the Ark was 
Nakhitchevan, so Armenian thinks that 
his people were the first race of men

"The name Ararat means 'high.' The 
Persian name for the, mountain, Koh-i- 
Nuh, means 'Noah's mountain.' 
It has 
been determined by the natives that 
the Garden of Eden was placed in the 
valley of the Araxes, a valley which at 
the present time enjoys blessings, that 
go v-far toward strengthening its' won- 
derful claim. 
Noah's wife wis buried 
in this, valley near the mountain, and 
grapes are still groWn 
there, whose 
vines are the direct descendaitis 
of 
vines planted by Noah.

"Ararat was first ascended by the Ger- 
man, Parrot, in 1820. 
The success o^ 
his undertakitig is said to have given a 
rude shock to the 'Armenian churchmen, 
who strongly advised against the prying 
into the sacred mountain's summit se- 
crets. 
The climb has been made by 
quite a number of 'high tourists' since, 
among, them beinjf Mr. .liâmes Bryce, 
the noted English diplomat. The «scent 
is said to be an easy one f ^ the cx< 
perieiiced mountaineer."

ready and there would be no delay in 
])utting the law to work the iirst of 
September. That promise has beqn made 
good, and it has not been necessary to 
add any expense to make it so. 
In

employes 
voluntarily,

In case of total disability, for in- 
stance, the telephone company provides 
full pay for the first thirteen Aveeks and 
iifty-five per cent, for balance of the 
time no matter how long.

wages the balance of 500 weeks. 


For partial disability 
the

pays full loss for thirteen weeks and 
fifty-five per cent, for six years.

Wage limits in fixing benefits by the 
state are a maximum of $24 a week.,

This is the Central Union 
Telephone company, which has a benefit 
plan of its own, organized in January, 
1913, for protection of its thousands of 
employes, and* with not a penny of ex- 
pense {o the employe. 
The benefits 
are in excess of those provided by the 
state law. 
In this case the company 
asked the board to approve its plan and 
to allow the company to operate under 
the law and still pay benefits on its own 
basis. This the board approved and the 
members believe that if one of the larg- 
est employers finds profit in thus pro-

to 200 weeks. The company for "loss of 
use" of a bodily member, not requiring 
amputation as does the state law/ pays 
150 weeks full pay, not exceeding $3,000. 


In case of death the state law pro- 
vides $100 burial expenses, and 55 per 
cent, of average weekly wages for 300 
Aveeks. In case of death during disabil- 
ity period, the amount already paid in 
Jionefits is dèducted from deatli bene- 
fit. The company pays three years full 
wages, not exceeding $5,000 and $150 
burial expenses. 
If death conies during 
disability, benefits that may liave been 
paid are not- deducted from the total 
death benefits. 


Sick benefits are also paid by the coui- 
panj-, as are also pensions on retire- 
ments for age and term of service. The 
first 
meeting of • tlio company benefit 
committee, in January, 1913, retired two 
persons on life pensions, which were 
larger than the wages they were draw- 
ing. All these sick and pension benefits 
were approved by the state board. This 
law is one of the best on the statute 
books of Indiana, and this one large 
employer goes the state just a little 
better. 


The telephone company reiiorted to 
the industrial board that of 171 acci- 
dent cases reported in its territory from 
January 
1913 to date, approximately 
seventy-five per cent, lasted less than 
two weeks and drew full wago>. Under 
the state law no benefits would be paid 
for these cases. Sick benefits were paid 
to 241 in the same period.

Dr. Oothers, who is the author of a 
number of text books on the effect.«» of 
drugs, declared that the drug habit i.s 
not iiicurable. 
Most easo.H, if handled 
intfflligently,' can be curwl entirely, he 
said, and even in cases of utter degen- 
eracy temporary restorations, at least, 
can be affected.

And on the Jieels of starvation comcB— 
health! 


For this is the lakeside camp of Br. 
H, G. Huffman, optometrist, who has 
met completed a 31 day fast to cure 
himself of valvular iieart trouble. 


"I am the richest man in the world," 
Dr. Huffman told uie today, "for I have 
starved myself not to death, but to 
liealth and wealtli. 


"Ix)ok about ^'ou! Can nature paint 
a fairer picture? 
It l.s mine for tlie 
looking! 
I have ev^jrythin;? that any 
man can Mant. i^n.l iirst of all I hav& 
not only life, but liealth whiM) the 
doctors a year ago denied me! 


"The whole theory of medical healing 
is a fake, and most of the doctors know 
it. 
The very basis upon which 
the 
theory is buiit is all wrong. 


"Giving another poison ai an antidote 
for the poison which is killing you ought 
to seem preposterous to a thinking man 
today. 
- 
' 


"There is no cure for any disease ex- 
cept its elimination." 


"But you can't eliminate 
valvular 
heart 
trouble." I interrupted. 
"That 
would seem to a layman like me as 
something wrong in your physical mech- 
anism." 


"No one has really found out what

"And when your first 'taste of food 
I broke my fast on honey, and had 
the exquisite pleasure 'of tasting as well 
as smelling the odor of a thousand flow- 
ers blended into one. 


"I am now feeling splendidly—so well 
that in a few weeks I am going to walk 
over beneath that 
oak 
limb which 
stretches out 65 feet over the sward 
and marry Miss Dora Morthland, of 
Youngsto^ra. We will append our honey- 
moon over there in the tent, from which 
this world will revolve for us. We 
shall stay in camp as long as we like, 
perhaps all winter. 
Our Avedding trip 
will be moonlight rides in a rowboat 
down the river. 


"I woTild not 
change places with 
Kaiser Willielm nor President Wilson 
if they gave me all the money IMorgan 
will make in negotiating the foreign 
loan. 
I have health whicli luul been 
denied mc; ,T have the most beautiful 
landscape upon which to feast my eyes; 
I have food in abundance, and an appe- 
tite to enjoy it. 
This means Avealth, 
and when I have added to it love, I 
shall be singing: And you beside me 
in the wildernes|.s, O wilderness, were 
paradise enou.'" 


WHAT FASTING DOES.

Fasting may result in grave condi- 


tions of the body and may even en- 
danger life, scientists say. 


In an experiment upon an animal 
tluit was "starved" for 18 days, it was 
noted that the more important tissues 
lost the following percentages of dry 
solid matter: The adipose tissues, 07 
per cent; the spleen, 63.1 per cent; the 
liver, 56.6 per cent; the muscles, 30.2 
per cent; tlie blood, 17.6 per cent; the 
brain and sjiinal cord, none. The tissues 
become more watery than in health. 


The results obtained from the study 
of fasting men differ little from those 
in the case of starving animals. 
In 
men, the pxcretion of nitrogen diminish- 
es continuously for several days. The 


respiratory quotient sinks to a figure 
loss than the one corresponding to exi- 
dation of fats alone. The inferenoe must 
be that some of the carbon of the dis- 
integrated proteids is stored up in the 
body as glycogen. 


After a certain 
period of fasting, 
fever, restlessness and delirium gener- 
ally set in. Sometimes the delirium is 
mild Avith hallucinations of food and 
drink or it may be furious. 
^ As n. general rule human beings live 
only eight days when deprived of food, 
dogs live from 30 to 
days, but cer- 
tain reptiles, salamanders, tortoises and 
goldfishes have been known to live for 
years without food.

Noted Hoosier is Making

The last campaign stopped my work; 
and my war trip delayed it still more. 


"It has grown to two volumes, which 
takes Marshall up to his appointment 
to the supreme court. A part of the 
period covered by this phase of IMar- 
sluiU's life is the most obscure and dif- 
ficult in American history and only now 
is being worked out thoroughly by the 
new school of American historians. 


Marshall's Life Active. 


"Marsltairs life was very active and, 
indeed, highly dramatic. 
Up to the 
time lie ascended the bench his activities 
were interwoven with the beginnings of 
our formative period which tlie 
la si 
part of his life as a jurist so powerfully 
sliaped and established. 


"It is a curious fact that hardly any- 
l.liing is known to our people of Mar- 
shall, the soldier, 
lawyer, , legislator, 
diplomat or politician. 
Even well-in- 
formed lawyers have little knowledge of 
ibis paît of the -great chief justice's 
career. 
^ 


"Yet, Avithout his military, diplomjitic 
and political activities, he never would 
have been chief justice and could not 
have rendered those grea^ constructive 
opinions which did ^orc to. weave the 
idea of nationality into the thought of 
llie people and thé practical workings of 
our history, excejit ing only ti-.e civil war. 


"These had lh";ir m- « 'n 
events 
of his life and the politics of the tiine«. 
They can not b<j understood 
without 
that vital part of his Avork a^d experi- 
ence which went 
before and out of 
v.'hich his immortal decisions grew," 


"When will these two volumes appear 
or are you going to wait until the 
whole work is finished before publish- 
ing them? 


Publish Volumes at Once. 


"Oh, no. I shall publish these first 
two volumes dealing with Marshall's life 
up to his appointment to the stipremc 
bench before I write the remainder of 
his life, 
I hope to have ihem in ti e 
hands of the publishers not later than 
Dec. 1. It may be that they will be 
issued from the press and oflTered UT 
the public By next spring, although tlie 
work of indexing and proof reading way 
delay publication a little longer." 


"Wlien do you expect to return to 
Indianapolis?" 


"Tlie very minute the last finishing 
touch has been put on this niainiscript 
we shall go back home. 
Perhaps [ can 
get through by November and I ar« 
working hard to thai cud, thougli it 
may take mo two ' or three' weekn- 
longer."

Jt is an axiom, of course, that 
you 
cannot catch a man unless you know 
where he i», and it is also true 4ihat 
you cannot evade a man 
unless

know where he is. So all naval warfare 
begins with what is called the "search 
problem." 


^^Oiether you are seeking the enemy 
to attack him, or are on the defensive 
trying to protect a stretch of coast, or 
are merely trying to prevent him from 
knoAving where your mam Ileet is, in 
any case it is of the highest imjwrtance 
to get in touch with the enemy and to 
keep in touch with him. 
For this pur 
pose, vessels called scouts are or should 
be used. 


These ships should liiivo the following 
characteristics: 
^ Great 
speetl—great 
enough to outrun a battle cruiser, bat- 
tleship, or other vessel more 
heavily 
armed; good sea-going facilities, so as 
to withstand heavy weather; large coal 
or oil capacity, "80 as to stay at sea 
for long periods without re-fueling, and 
as much guu'power as i8'.j[)0S8ible with 
the - preceding requisites. 


The type of ship that is being devel- 
oped along these lines is a turbine ves- 
sel of 3,500 or 4,000 tons, M itli: a sp^ed 
of at least 30 knots an hour, with a 
high bow to throw off water in rough 
Aveather, ami with oil capacity to carry 
her 4,000 or 5,000 miles. 


Needless to say, it is impossibly to 
carry armor, and giing' are liitiitcd to the 
five or sixiinch . calibre" size, sufHcient 
only to ward off ah attack' by^ yjrpedo 
boat tlestroyers.

During the war with Spain, informa- 
tion reached this country that four ar- 
mored cruisers and three destroyer.^ had 
left 'Spain,' heading westward.

Bank- 
ers in New England sent their securities 
inland, and the navy department' Avas 
importuned by senators and 
congress- 
men to send a battleship or two to al-

would 
have been folly. They Avere concentrated 
off the Florida coast, ready to go north 
or 
south 
to meet

have the illustration of 
the lack of scouts. 
"Turn up! " 
Wo 
did not ¡know where those enemy cruis- 
ers were going, and we could not find 
out until they arrived somewhere and 
practically let

If we had had suflicieut sioiits 
we 
should have brought our main fleet into 
action before they

Spanish harbor, and the naval and mil- 
itary operations

Briefly, then, scouts are necessary to 
find the enehiy and keep in tom h with 
what he is doiiig and where he is going 
and what his force is. Theoretiiallv, the 
battleship or main fleet has two pro- 
tecting and infoi-ming rings alioiit it— 
one close to, comjjosed of 
destroyers, 
battle cruisers and submarines: the oth- 
er far out, and in touch with the enemy.

A great globe, 
on which it pours, rests very contentcd- 
Iv. half buried in the wealth of Indians 
fraiii. Around are exhibits of the grand 
champion and grand sweepstakes corn 
that Charles P. Short, of Greensbtirg; 
Roy O. Clore. of Johnson and Laporte, 
counties: J. IX Overstreet, of Johnson 
county, and other com growers, have 
been scoring on over all other competing 
states nt the great national corn shows. 


Nearby nre the various corn trophies 


that have come to Indiana, among them 
the national sweepstake trophy. There 
lire illuminated colored panels Hlmwing 
Indiana prize corn and Indiana cornfields, 
nnd frost on the pumpkin nnd fodder in 
the shock.

way after the original offense for which judgment was pronounced. 
Those who oppose parole clemency to convicted persons at, any time 
will see in the case a verification of their position, but, any such con- 
clusion is hardly justifiable.

simply that, this particular instance, is hopeless. It would be unfair 
to charge it up against the paroled men who are honestly seeking to 
get back int.o the ranks of useful, upright citizens.

DAM ISJOW READY 


Idaho Will Dedicate Her 


$1,000,000 Project 


October 4. 


Boise, Idaho, Sept. 28.—In the formal 


dedication here October 4. of the Arrow- 
rock, dam, the highest in the world, there 
will he added to agricultural America 
one of the largest irrigation projects in 
the United States. It is the Boise. The 
total area is 243,000'acres—an empire m 
itself—tributary to and in close prox- 
imity to Boiac, Idaho's capital. Appro- 
priate ceremony will mark the dedica- 
tion in which all Idaho will join.

than 1 million tons, to a height of 
3485 feet between mountains a mile 
Huh is the crowning feat of scientific 
engineering accomplished by the United 
States reclamation service under the 
llrcction of 1".

.lames Munn, superintendent of con- 
struction.An Epoch in Irrigation 


This epoch iri the history of irrigation 


no longer in its experimental stage, hut 
which yet presents problems in harncsa- 
in<r rivers and overcoming great natura 
obstacles, marks another stride in Amer 
lean progress in striking contrast to 
present day European destriictivencfls. 


Ten years ago, proposal to pile tin 


gieantic structurn in the Boise river, 


controlling its normal and flood water 
flow completely, would have been called 
visionary. But the men with compass 
and chain here in the west have seen 
their dream come true. Impounded be- 
hind Arrpwrock dam are the waters that 
raise mortgages, four years ago it was 
started to be completed in six years, at 
a cost of 7'/-> million dollars. It was 
completed in four years, at a total cost 
of 5 million dollars. 
From thirty to 


sixty miles below it lie the rich, fertile 
valley lands whose reclamation it has 
made possible. 
A Great Mass of Concrete. 


Anchored on solid granite ninety feet 


below the normal river bed, the dam 
stands like Gibraltar. To the eye is 
visible a sheer concrete arched pier, 2(il 
feet above the river. The concrete, if 
piled in a column ten feet square, would 
rise to a height of twenty-nine miles. 
The interior contains three complete 
galleries running full length from moun- 
tain side to mountain side, in which 
possible leakage will be eared for and 
from which its twenty outlet gates are 
controlled. There are more steps in it 
than in the large hotels in many cities. 
One spiral stairway alono is eighty-live 
icet wide. Thundering from its outlets, 
always under perfect control, is the 
normal flow of a mountain river. Arc 
lights on pedestals illuminate its crest

agreed that the letter closed all ave- 
nues of peace, so far as initiative could 
be taken at this time by the mayor, in- 
asmuch as Mr. Barrett's letter did not 
appear to leave open even the narrow 
loophole for appeal to the state public 
service commission on the issue of the 
corporation's rejection in toto of local 
arbitration. 
President Barrett's letter. . 


President Barrett's letter reviews the 


incidents that led to the present trouble 


of he discharge and suspension 


and charges that outside agi- 


tators came here and fomented the trou- 
ble, and disturbed peaceful and satisfac- 
tory relations 
between 
the company 


and its men. Local arbitration is ob- 
jected to because, the president of the 
corporation says, it »ill be subjected to 
the same intimidations and coercions 
that the company and its employes al- 
ready have been subjected to. 


"There are no grievances or disputes 


now existing between this company and 
its present employes and there is there- 
fore no subject for mediation or arbi- 
tration," says President Barrett. 


The text of the letter to Mayor Hosey 


Sept. ». 1915- 


Hon. William J. Hosey, Mayor of the City 


of Fort Wayne: 
Dear Sir — I received your letter o£ the 


•* .-. 
57th Inst. suggesting a meeting of two 
representatives of our former employes 
and a like number of representatives of 
our company to adjust the present strike 
of such employes. 


In reply thereto 
I 
desire to state 


frankly and at some length to you and 
through you to 
the citizens of 
Fort 


\Vftyne this company's position tn the 
matter. 


1. The relations between thin company 


und Its former employes (now on a strike) 
•were entirely harmonious and satisfactory 
until »ome outside professional organizers 
nnd trouble makers came amonB them to 
Incite dissatisfaction and eventually a 
utrlke If the demands suggested by such 
organizers were not compiled with. Until 
' that tlmo no grievances or difficulties had 
existed or tad been presented. 


2. This company'had at that time an 


existing and 
lenal 
contract, executed 


voluntarily and without objection, by 
every motorman and conductor on our 
lines, by tt>« express term* of which It 
was agreed by tho company and such em- 
ployes that there should be no strikes or 
lockouts, and. In ordflr to avoid any In- 
terruption of street car servlcn to tho 
public, that any disagreements or griev- 
ances as to wajes or labor condition* 
•bould bo submitted to arbitration by the 
public service 
commission of Indiana. 


That commission wft* selected because It 
consisted of ftvo disinterested men, of 
well recognized character and ability, who 
from their experience and by reason of 
their official positions were 
fully ac- 


quainted with the proper and necessary 
rules, regulations and worklns conditions 
In the operation of street railroads, and 
wttn earning power and conditions of all 
tho street and Interurban street railroads 
In the stat«. 
An arbitration by that 


commission could therefore bo made with 
Itreater knowledge of all tho facts and 
circumstances and with greater prompt- 
ness than by any other board. It has 
been the custom of that commission to 
pot with great promptness In cases of 
Interruption of the public service, and at 
tho location of the trouble, which In this 
case would be at Fort Wayne. 


Again, they are public officials, ap- 


pointed .by the governor of tho state by 
reason of their qualifications and high 
character who would act under their of- 
ficial oaths. 
They are not citizens of 


Fort Wayne and would be entirely free 
from any bias, prejudicfl, influence. In-

3. Two men had been discharged for 


insubordination and flagrant violation of 
rules of the company and three had been 
suspended for a less offense.

The two 
men discharged the proper officials re- 
fused to re-employ, but 
the company 


offered to said men, and the committee 
representing them, to submit the question 
in dispute to the public service commis- 
sion of Indiana for arbitration, in accorfl- 
ence with said agreement. 
All of the 


committee representing said discharged 
and suspended employes and a 
largo 


number of other employes (all of whom 
had been organized into a union) in vio- 
lation of that agreement and In violation 
of the orders of district court of the 
United States for the district of Indiana, 
en the morning of the 27th of September, 
3916, by concerted action went upon a 
strike and on instructions from such or- 
ganizers.

service of this company is therefore due 
entirely to the action of such strikers 
and their advisers and organizers and Is 
not the fault in any way of this company: 


4. After such employes had gone upon 


<v strike and voluntarily abandoned the 
service of the company I sent each of 
them & letter asking them to return to 
their work and take their regular runs, 
und thaf if they failed to do so the places 
would necessarily be filled by others, a 
copy of which I have the honor to'en- 
close herewith. In 
acknowledging 
re- 


ceipt they replied to the company through 
tholr committee that they ivould not re- 
turn to the service. This was taken aa 
Pnal on their part and the company at 
pnce set about to secure other men to 
operate its cars. In this connection I de- 
Blre to say that the. company Is employ- 
ing experienced and 
competent men, 


citizens of 
Indiana, and 
not "strike- 


breakers" unless every man who wants 
to work and takes a position, when others 


have refused to 
•'strike-breakers" 
cpitheta. 


I am. therefore, fully justified in th» 


conclusion that these men who violated 
their former agreement would not feel 
bound by another, but would strike again 
when any of their demands were not 
complied with. 


6. To your suggestion in the morning 


press that the matter of difficulties be 
submitted to local arbitration 1 desire to 
eay: 


U) This suggestion was first road* by 


the professional organizers because they 
knew that: 


U) By such an arbitration they could 


select the strongest 
partisan possible 


whose mind is .made up In advance, and 
who would not agree upon a third arbi- 
trator unless he felt sure that such third 
arbitrator would agree with him. 


(b) That third arbitrators in such cases 


control the whole situation and it results 
in a one man arbitration. 


(c) That local arbitrators 
would be 


subjected to the same processes of In- 
timidation and coercion that have been 
applied to this 
company and its cm- 


6. There are no grievances or disputes 


now existing between this company and 
its present employes, all of whom are 
now and 
will 
necessarily be engaged 


during the entire day In the operation of 
the company's cars. There Is, therefore, 
no subject for mediation or arbitration be- 
tween the company and its present em- 
ployes. 
This company now has twenty 


cars in operation and will in a very 
short time have a full complement of com- 
petent and experienced men to operate 
all its cars and give to tha public the 
adequate and efficient service rendered 
before such former employes abandoned 
its service, and to that end this company 
invites the hearty co-operation of you as 
mayor of tho city ajid all the citizens of 
Fort Wayne. In so doing we shall rely 
on the orders and judgment of the fed- 
eral court and the police power of the 
city, county and state, for the protection 
of our property- and employes. 


It is a legal, constitutional and sacred 


right of every employer to select and 
choose his own employes in the manage- 
ment and operation of his property, and 
this right cannot be surrendered or a£a£> 
doiied without self' abasement 
and 


danger to his property. 


This company claims no right which it 


does not cheerfully concede to every other 
person or corporation. 


I make an especial appeal to the busi- 


ness men of Fort Wayne because if this 
company is coerced to surrender control 
of Its property under the circumstances 
above stated, no man can. with any de- 
gree of confidence, consider his property 
as his own. and his turn may come next, 


I regret exceedingly any Inconvenience 


to tho public by reason of the Interrup- 
tion of the service, which could not be 
avoided by this company by reason ol 
such abandonment of its service and I 
ask the kindly patience of the public for 
a short time until the former service will 
be fully restored.

any expense to make it so. 
In 


other states there has been a large ex- 
pense in this connection. 
In Indiana 


one additional Mcrk was added to the 
eld inspection board force and the work 


f both departments was put under one 
head, as the new lnw provides. 
Being 


prepared in time, saved not only ex- 
pense but also saved confusion. 


Tho only complaint the board has is 


that Indiana employers are to proficient 
in reporting. 
They arc reporting acci- 


dents which nre not required under the 
law. 


"It should be observed," said Chair- 


man Kdgar A. Perkins, "that no report 
i.j rc'<|uirc(l except jyhcn the injury causes 
Hie absence of tho employe from work 
for more than one rlay, and then the re- 
port should be made within one week 
after the, accident or knowledge thereof 
comes to the employer." 


It is also pointed out that of tho 


ii,200 employers who have asked ex- 
i-mptidii' fj'oni the law's provisions, all 
i-ave a very few are barbers, grocers and 
the like, where there are but ono or two 
employes. 
The traction companies mrl 


si.me of the steam roads arc the excep- 
tions, but most of the steam roads have 
elected to accept the protection which 
the law provides. 


One notable case is pointed out by 


the board. This is the Central Union 
Telephone company, which has a benefit 
plan of its own, organized in January, 
11)13. for protection of its thousands of 
employes, nnd with not a penny of ex- 
pense to the employe. 
The benefits 


sire in excess of those provided by the 
state law. 
In this CJise the company 


asked the board to approve its plan and 
to allow the company to operate under 
the law nnd still pay benefits on its own 
basis. This the board npproved and the 
members believe that if one of the larg- 
est employers finds profit in thus pro- 


tecting employes 
voluntarily, others 


might lose nothing thinking it over. 


In case of total disability, for in- 


stance, the telephone company provides 
full pay for the first thirteen weeks and 
fifty-five per cent, for balance of the 
Lime no matter how long. 
The state 


law provides nothing the first two wc,eks 
and fifty-five per cent, of the weekly 
wages the balance of 500 weeks. 


For partial disability the 
company 


pays full loss for thirteen -weeks and 
tifty-live per cent, for six years. The 
state law provides nothing for the first 
two weeks and fifty-five per cent, for 
300 weeks. 


Wage limits in fixing benefits by the 


state sire a maximum of 524 a week, 
which makes 
the 
maximum 
benefits 


$13.20 a week. The company in calcu- 
lating benefits has no maximum wage 
limit, excepting that 
after disability 


payments arc made for six years the 
balance of the time the benefits are 
limited to $20 a week. 


The state allows surgical nnd hospital 


expenses for first thirty days. The com- 
panv allows these for full period of dis- 
ability in addition to regular benefits, j 
For "loss by separation" of a bodily 
member, the state 
provides fifty-five 


per cent, of weekly wages for from K> 
to 200 weeks. The company for "loss of 
use'' of a. bodily member, itot requiring 
amputation as does the state law, pays 
150 weeks full pay, not exceeding $5,000. 


Jn case of death the state law pro- 


vides $100 burial expenses, and 55 per 
cent, of average weekly wages for 300 
weeks. In case of death during disabil- ^ 
ity period, the amount already paid in 
I'jnelits is deducted from death benc- 
it. The company pays three years full 
vagcs, not exceeding $5,000 and $150 
mrial expenses. If death comes during 
liability, benefits that may have been 
mid are not deducted from the total 
death benefits. 


Sick benefits nrc also paid by the com- 


jany, as nre also pensions on rctirc- 
ucnts for age, and term of service. The 
irst meeting of the company benefit 
•ommittee, ill January, IfllH, retired two 
persons on life pensions, which were 
arger than the wages they were draw- 
ng. All these sick and pension benefits 
were approved by the state board. This 
aw is one of the best on the statute 
woks of Indiana, nnd this one large 
employer goes the state just a little 
>et.lor. 


The telephone company reported to 


:he industrial board that of 1T-I ncci- 
lent cases reported in its territory from 
laiiuary 
lOlS to date, approximately 


seventy-five per cent, lasted less than 
two weeks nnd drew full wages. Under 
the state law no benefits would be pnid 
for these cases. Sick benefits were paid 
to 241 in the same period. The state 
law takes no notice of cases of sickness

Theoretically, the 
battleship or main lleet has two pro- 
tecting and informing rings about it— 
one close to, composed of destroyers 
battle cruisers and submarines: the oth 
or far out. and in touch with the enemy 
It has been agreed. 1 think, by most ex 
perls that there should be at. least oni 
scout for every battleship.

basis this country should have over 40 
built or building.

Scouts cannot be improvised out of 


merchant ships. The I'uitcd States has 
no sea-going merchant ships with a 
greater speed than Ul knots. 


Wireless telegraphy has greatly en- 


hanced the usefulness of and necessity 
tor scouts. 
Other 
factors also have 


helped scouting, the most important be- 
ing 
the 
hydro-aeroplane, which can 


sweep a, sea-radius of .10 miles from the. 
deck of a. scout ship. Undoubtedly the 
future will see constantly greater use 
fulness for Ihe aeroplanes in naval war 
fare. 
While the 1'nited States is ,far 


behind

equipment, important progress is being 
made.

duce at a standstill, the receipts on the 
street market in every branch were fair 
Tuesday morning. The city scalemaster 
experienced a rather busy day, one of the 
busiest t in the past few weeks.
